2. Claims 1-17 and 19-28 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art of record, taken alone or in combination fails to anticipate or render 
obvious a first electrode with a non-light transmitting property and a first layer of 
the first light-emitting element has a different thickness that that of the second 
light emitting element as recited in independent claims 1,2,9, and 10; nor . 
obvious a first electrode with a non-light transmitting property and a first layer of 
the first light-emitting element has a different thickness that that of the second 
light emitting element and a fourth layer serving as a layer generating holes over 
the third layer as recited in claims 6, 7 and 12; nor a first electrode with a non- 
light transmitting property and a first layer of the first light-emitting element has a 
different thickness that that of the second light emitting element depending on 
optical characteristics as recited in claims 16, 17, and 19
